In the year 1792 Robert B. Thomas published the 
first edition of the Old Farmer's Almanac, which during 
the next 100 years became a sort of secular bible for 
thousands of American citizens, particularly farmers. 


The 157th edition is just* off the press, and while it 
lias been greatly enlarged and improved since its begin- 
ning, it still resembles in format and content the almanacs 
inany older persons knew in their childhood. Its popu- 
larity is attested by the sale of 400,000 copies last year. 


One of its principal features is a forecast of the 
weather during the months of 1949. The winter just ahead 
will be icy, but not as cold as last winter. Farmer readers 
are advised to use winter months to "mend harness," that 
the job may be out of the way when spring arrives. 


In addition to weather information, there are jokes 
old and new, and much of interest to both city and farm 
dwellers. 


No publication is more basically American, it having 
outdated the Constitution by several years. It hung on 
many a kitchen wall, and in spite of modern facilities for 
forecasting and broadcasting weather information, the 
almanac is still followed closely for that purpose. It has 
come down from that period when life was simple and 
there was happiness in the land.

Springfield, members of the crew. 
Several passengers were injured. 
I The Wabash wreck occurred on 
lithe evening of Dec. 28, 1932. Willis' 
| arrest followed here several days 
| later. He has served 15 years behind 
prison walls. -

Rehearing Denied 
A petition filed by the attorney 
general asking for a. rehearing of 
the Willis' petition was denied on 
Nov. 11 this year.

T. Wilson conferred Tuesday regard- 
ing the case. They said the supreme 
court mandate would be presented 
to Judge Wilhite, who will be asked 
to direct the sheriff to proceed in 
carrying out the order. 


Records show that Willis was in- 
volved in a series of costly and dan- 
gerous escapades before he wrecked 
he train here. While he was living 
it Jerseyville he set fire to several 
buildings, including an elevator, liv- 
ery stable and grain mill. 


He was adjudged feeble-minded 
md sent to Lincoln, where an ex- 
amination resulted in announcement 
hat he was not feeble-minded. After] 
transfer to the Boys' Opportunity 
3ome at Decatur he was released 
within a short time. 


Willis was an orphan and was 
•eared by persons who took him 
from a home.

Willis' original petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus was filed in the

The petition sought to obtain 
the release of the two-time lifer on 
grounds that the Morgan county cir- 
cuit court was without jurisdiction 
over the person of Willis when it 
convicted him of the murder of the 
two railroad trainmen. 


16 Years Old at Sentence 
The confessed train wrecker, who 
was known as a destructive child 
even before he reached his 'teens, 
was 16 years old when on March 13 
1933, he waived trial by jury and 
¡pleaded guilty to 
murder indict- 
jments. 


The court appointed a commission 
! of psychiatrists to examine the men 
tal condition of the frail youth 
whose hands had sent two men to 
their doom. After the report of the 
commission Willis again entered 
pleas of guilty and these were ac- 
cepted by former Judge Walter W, 
¡Wright. 


Willis was convicted and sentenced 
I to lite imprisonment on both indict- 
(ments. 


In the petition for habeas corpus, 
I Willis' attorney contended that at 
the time the crimes were committed 
Willis was a feeble-minded person 
under the jurisdiction of the county 
court of jersey county, Illinois, 
which on April 8, 1932, entered an 
order committing the youth to the

Conviction Held Void 
The supreme court in a lengthy

Machine Burns Oil 


Charles Mitchell, fieldman lor the

Dam- 
age in some cases brought such 
heavy dockage that the grain net- 
ted the grower only 
55 cents

bushel. 
Even lewer returns than 
this has been reported by the grain 
trade.
